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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. In papers filed on September 8, 2005 applicant amended claim 3 by incorporating the 
allowable subject matter and changed the claim to independent form. Applicant also canceled 
claims 1-2, 4-6, and 13-14. Claim 3 remains pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 3 are persuasive. Rejection of claims is 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3 is allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art and the prior 
art of record, specifically Birgmeir and Noguchi do not teach or suggest a stage value calculation 
unit that determines three or more stage values between the average value of the color 
component values and a specified reference value for each of said plurality of color components, 
a number of stage values being identical to each other among said plurality of color components, 
wherein: 

said correction unit respectively sets stage values having an common order 
number among said plurality of color components as reference values for said plurality of color 
components and corrects color component values of individual pixels to match the average 
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values of the color component values corresponding to individual color components with said 



reference values set for the individual color components.
